Molotov. Bait. 
HERE seems to be an 

impression in‘. some 
quarters that the Soviet 
Government is preparing 
to revisg the “European 
Security” proposnis which 
Mr Molotov tabled. at the 
Berlin conference; to recast 
it, or allow it to be recast 
into a form which could be 
accepted by the Western 
powers. That impression, 
it would seem, is drawn 
from a single passage in a 
speech made by tha Soviet 
Foreign Minister during 
the recent Soviet election 
campaign. But it is as well 
to have the record straight. 
What Mr Molotov did was 
to refer to some of the 
objections which had been 
made to his plan when he 
produced it in Berlin. One 
of them, in his words, was 
that it “was undesirable 
that the United States 
should find herself outside 
of the Europenn Collective 
Security Treaty.” On that 
his comment was that no 
one in Berlin put ony 
obatacle in the way of 
examining appropriate 
amendments to the Sovict 
project. Another objection 
at the time was that the 
proposed treaty would give 
the Soviet Union an un- 
desirable advantage in view 
of its known strength 
compared with the European 
countries. On thet hia 
comment was that Russia 
did not pretend to any 
apecial position in the 
system of European collec- 
tive security. Nothing 
could be more  non-com- 
mittal than the first 
comment; nothing could be 
moro frrelevant than the 
second. But the real mean- 
ing’ vf the Molotov plan is 
that it would - put. the 
European Defence «Corm- 
munity treaty into cold 
storage, or rather scrap It 
altogether, since Mr Molo- 
tov has been emphatic that 
his plan and EDC are 
quite incompatible. 


ERHAPS not unnaturally 
this has in) some minds 
prompted the question 
whether it would not be 
worth while to abandon the 
EDC if that would make 
possible the reaching of an 
agreement with the Sovict 
Union which would really 
guarantee’ the security of 
Europe and avert all dan- 
ger of a new war, But is 
here, in fact, the slight- 
est possibility that the 
Molotov plan, even. with 
amendments of detail, 
could provide any genuine 
assurance of security for 
the free nations of Europe?. 
What transpired at the 
Berlin conference aupplies 
the answer. For one thing 
Mr Molotov left no doubt 
in any mind that the one 
indispensable feature  (in- 
deed one of the prime 
purposes) of the plan 
would. be lHquidation of 
the whole NATO sccurity 
organisation. The Molotov 
plan and NATO are in- 
compatible. But Article 7 of 
his “basic principles” lays 
it down that no Europsan 
State could “participate in 
any coalition or alliance 
the objectives of which are 
contrary to the purposes 
of the treaty.” And he lost 
no opportunity “in making 
it plain that the Sovict, 
Government regards NATO:

Yams, waroatte betel nuts and bleached poison 
roots was the starvation diet today for the primi- 
tive mountain people in Cotabato Province whose 
meagre crops have been destroyed by rats. 

Of all the people to be-hit by the rat seolige 
in the largest province of Mindanao Island the 


‘| “Belaans” have suffered 


the most. The simple 


hill people, original Malayan occupants ‘of Min- 
danao Island and later slaves of the Moro 


(Moslem) invaders, lead 


a semi-nomadic ‘agricul- + 
tural existence in the mountains, 


Their small 


plots of rice and corn in the lower slopes of the 
mountains were ravaged last Autumn by Waves 
of rats rose from the Liguasan marshes. 


This villago, located high in 
the jungle-clad, . hills around 
the Korenadal Valley, presents 
a clear and grim picture of 
the iife the friendly — but 
hunger-wracked “Belaans” lead. 

Their homes of bamboo 
flooring, topped with thatched 
roofs, are scattered around a 
green valicy in the tops of tho 
hills. They are bare of furnish- 
ings, containing only an iron 
cooking pot and a fow small 
possessions such as knives. The 
grimy children, their stomachs 
swollen with malaria’ and 
worms, run through the grass 
in regged jackets or in nothing | 20 
at all. 

About 80 familics of 400 
people live in this general area 
but no one knows how many 
“Belaons” Uve in the hills. 
Until the supply of yam-like 
vegetables ran. out recently they 
Mved on one of these a day, 

After cating it, when the sum 
was overhead, many of the 
pagam tribesmen and women 
would chew betel nut until they 
fell asleep, their hunger pains 
temporarily ‘forgotten in a 
narcoUlc haze, 


. POISONOUS ROOT 


Now their main food is 
“cayse’ or “Kklot’ as they call 
it, a large poisonous root that 
looks somewhat like an Idaho 
potato. The hill women slice 
the root very thin and wash {t 
for three doys in a running 
stream to carry :away the 
poison. After one day drying 
in the sun and another day 
washing they pound ‘it {nto | in 
shreds and cook St. 

Recently ‘some of the Belaans 
discovered that if they washed 
the “klot’ for only one 
they would pecome highly 
toxicated and forget thelr 
hunger,

from ships dullt for UK owners 
were £090 million. The Britlsh 
dry-cargo shipping — Industry's 
direct carnings of  forelgn 
currency In 10953 totalled about 
£135 millon. 


But ag the Central Councli of 
British Shipping polnts out, 
Government figures relate to 
dry-cargo ship only, and they 
take account not only of the 
activities of vessels owned or 
chartered by UK owners, but 
also of disbursements by foreign 
ships in UK ports and freights 
paid to foreign vessels bringing 
imports to this country, 


The Council, in a recent en- 
quiry, has placed the net con- 
tribution af Britain's shipping 
to balance of payments In 1952 
at £221 million. The last 
similar enquiry. was In 1947, 
when the corresponding amount 
was £60 million. 

These carnings ariso only 
from Britain's exports and from 
cross voyag:s between fcrcign 
ports, and the whale of the dis- 
bursements broad hos been 
deducted. Nor Js any account 
taken of freights on imports 
brought into this country by 
British tonnage, which by saving 
the oxpenditure of foreign 
exchange makes cn indirect 
contribution to the ‘balance of 
payments.—China Mall Special.

World production of fibres reached a record 
level in 1952-53. Consumption was below  pro- 
duction and stocks increased, but fibre prices 
were fairly stable during 1953, with o tendency 
to.rise during the closing months of the year, 

A report on Industrial Fibres, published , 
_today by the Commonwealth Economic Committee 
indicates that in the current season world output 
may exceed that of 1952-53, while consumption, 


particularly of apparel fibres, 


expand. 


The Report notes that in 1953- 
64 the cotton crop is expected 
to be larger thon Itst season, 
chiefly owing to the record yield 
in the United States, 

Wool production {s likely to 
show a slight Increase while 
rayon output ts almost certain 
to reach a new peak. 

Among the non-apparcl fibres, 
sisal = may show a further 
moderate improvement, espectol- 
}ly in British East Africa, 

Apart from wool, the © prices 
of most oatural fibres continued 
to decline during 1952; cotton, 
hemp gnd jute were at — thelr 
lowest ‘at the beginning of 1933 
and {t was not until the sum- 
mer that they showed signs of 
improvement. 

By December, 
of most fibres 
higher than six months carlier, 
though in some cases they were 
stl lower than o year pre- 
viously. 

WORLD TRADE LOWER 

World trade in industrial 
fibres was much lower in 1952 
than In 1961 owing to the con- 
traction in exporls of all pro- 
ducts except wool and — silk. 
Tota! world exports decllaued by 
4 per cent, but cotton fell by 
about 8 per cent and jute by 13 
per cent. In 1953, however, 
there was a marked  lmnprove- 
ment in shipments of wool und 
jute, while trade in cotton 
showed a modcrate increase, 

The United Kingdom, 
world’s largest ‘importer of 
fibres, took substantially more 
in 1953 than Sn 1952; its unports 
of cotton rose by 25 per cent, 
while receipts of wool and jute 
were the highest since the war. 

The United States Imported 
larger quantitics of cotton and 
jute during 1953, but its pur- 
chases of wool were little 
changed from the low figures of 
,a@ year carller. 

Japanese imports, particularly 
ef cotton and wool, rose ogatn 
in 10953, while Jhose of Con- 
tinental Europe were well above 
the 1952 figures.

Indeed if China were to place 
large orders for capital goods 
now he could not see how pay- 
ments could be made,

British policy on restrictions

If the Geneva conference was 
successful it would be exactly

bring nearer the day when the 
Government would think It right
